Prevents Cancer 


Proposition One, proponents say, will be financed by H, 

the sale of general obligation bonds. The Department of A An 

Finance estimates the total cost of the bond authorization 
a $509,437,500 a interest and 20-year maturity. This 

includes the $285 million redemption value of the bonds 
ani total interest cost of $224,437,500. 


This amounts to about $1.17 per person annually or 
less than 10 cents per month. 

What actually will become available if the proposition 
passes? 

Sierra Madre will receive $36,799 out of the $25,410,583 
pie of Los Angeles County. 

Proposition One will provide campsites, swimming pools, 
rding and hilling trails, picnic grounds, recreation centers, 
jogging trails, boating areas, nature areas in California. 

Eighty - five million dollars has been earmarked for 
city, county and regional parks and recreation to be dis¬ 
tributed on the basis of population. Thirty million dollars have 
been designated for urban open space and recreation grants 
to cities, counties and park districts. 

For the State Park System woud go $70 million to buy 
and develop new parks, to add new campsites, trails, 
restrooms and parking at older parks, and to buy and pre¬ 
pare historic sites for public use. 

For coastal resources, $90 million is designated with 
^10 million for grants to state and local agencies and for 
State Coastal Conservancy projects. 

All spending decisions would be made locally for the 
parks and recreation money. 

It's certainly worth thinking about for all of you campers 
and for those of you who own RV* and smaller camper 
vehicles. 

With Sierra Madre on the list of possible receivers, 
we'll get our share of newly-designated improvement* if 
Proposition One passes. 


Fire Dangers At Stage il 


Increased fire danger brought on by Santa Ana wind 
conditions have made Stage II fire restrictions imperative, 
according to Angeles National Forest authorities. 

During Stage II restrictions, campers and their vehicles 
are affected in both cooking rules and types of vehicles 
to be allowed within forest grounds. 

Cooking and warming fire* must be utilized only in 
designated camp and picnic grounds stoves. Portable stoves 
such as butane and backpacker stoves are also restricted 
cniy to designated camp and picnic grounds. 

Off-road motorcycles and all other vehicles are re¬ 
stricted to roads only. And off-road vehicles and all internal 
combustion engines must be equipped with an approved 
spark arrester. Angeles Forest officials caution. 

Smoking is permitted only in an enclosed vehicle end 
at recreation areas, not while hiking. 

Authorties also explain to campers that fire prevention 
measures are important to provide public safety to all 
humans and to protect forest resources. ' 

Sierra Madre is in a particularly dangerous area since 
it borders on the Angeles National Forest, being located 
in the foothill area. 

The authorities will lift these fire restrictions only as 
soon a* the fire danger lessens and with the present heat 
that might be awhile. 

It the current level of fire danger continues or worsens, 
it's possible that a Stage III alert could be activated. That 
means closure of some of the areas of the forest. 
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Application*; for 1981-82 
fellow-ships from tho Ameri¬ 
can Heart Ass o c i a t i o n 
(AHA), Greater Los Angeles 
Affiliate, are now being ac¬ 
cepted. Deadline is Oct>i- 
ber 15. 

“The federal government 
has drastically cut funding 
to the young scientific in¬ 
vestigators who will produce 
the medical advances of the 
future,” according to Barry 
W. Morse, M.D., president of 
the local Heart Association 
affiliate. “.Someone must fill 
this financial gap, or these 
bright young minds will be 


forced to leave research for 
other more profitable pur 
suits.’’ 

AHA fellowships are 
granted to young peopli* 
wiih M.D and Ph.D degrees 
at three levels researcli 
fellow, advanced research 
fellov/ and senior investiga¬ 
tor — depending on exper¬ 
ience. There is a maximum 
of two years total fellowship 
support. Stipends range from 
S15.f)00 to .$18,500.

.Although breakthroughs in 
cancel prevention will con¬ 
tinue, single discoveries as 
important and dramatic as 
the cigarette - lung cancer 
link are unlikely, says a USC 
cancer researcher. 

“Linking cigarettes to lung 
cancer was relatively easy; 
smoke can be shown to cause 
cancer in animals, and the 
organ affected is directly ex¬ 
posed to ^moke," explains 
Malcolm C. Pike, USC pro¬ 
fessor of family and pre- 
centive medicine. “New dis- 
?overie.s in cancer prevention 
won’t !x> BO obvious.’* 

In addition, the applica¬ 
tions of future discoveries 
may be less clear-cut. Dis¬ 
covery of the link between 
sunlight and skin cancer, for 
example, was readily trans¬ 
lated into warnings against 
overexpo.sure to the sun. 
Pike says future discoveries 
may not be so inimediatelv 
“useful.” 

Despite a multiutde of In- 
vp.stigations under W’ay to in¬ 
crease the likeliliood of can¬ 
cer prevention, many areas 


remain a mystery. 

“We don’t really know, for 
instance, what to eat to pre¬ 
vent cancer,’ Pike says. “Ti 
avoid hi'ing overweight am' 
to ent a balenced dirt is 
abiM.it the best auvice wc can 
tiffor at the moment. We can 
tell people how to eat prvi 
dently. to eat les.*- fat, fe.r 
example, but we can’t guar¬ 
antee that a piudent diet 
will help prevent cancer." 

Future resoaicli may re¬ 
solve some of file currently 
unanswered questio n s. "1 
hope wo car. settle the vita 
min A and vitamin C de¬ 
bate,’;:,>says Pike, "and I cer¬ 
tainly think we will even¬ 
tually identify .some useful 
a.<*pccts of the role of the diet 
in cancer prevention.” 

He expects, too, that pro 
gress will be made in lowei • 
ing occupational cancer 
risks: “Improvements will b" 
made in industry. We will 
find v/ays to ,use the cance*- 
causing agents (such as as- 
tiestost needed in certain in¬ 
dustrial processes withoui 
I'xposiog people”

Libertarian Party candi¬ 
dates marked the opening of 
their new joint headquarters 
in Alhambra recently with a 
news conference to intro¬ 
duce their candidates.

Bill Susel, opposed by Carlos 
Moorhead; William “B. J.” 
Wagener, opposed by incum¬ 
bent John Rousselot; and 
Bruce Hobbs, opposed by 
George Danielson. 

Susel points out that if 
past Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic administrations had 
not intervened iti the internal 
affairs of Iran by reinstat¬ 
ing the unpopular shah, Car¬ 
ter would not be pleading for 


the release of the hostages. 

Hobbs indicates that Presi¬ 
dent Carter had been fore¬ 
warned of the probability of 
an embassy takeover and b> 
neglecting to withdraw the 
embassy, enabled the hos¬ 
tages to be taken. 

Both Susel and Wagener 
contend that the Russian 
trucks used to invade Af 
ghanistan were built with 
American technology wltli 
the blessings of both Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans. 

Ed Clark of San Marino is 
the presidential candidate 
and at this time the party is 
officially on the November 
ballot in all 50 states.

Push for Q and R 


District Attorney John Van 
tie Karnp recently proposcii 
an amendment to the C.a11- 
foinia Constitution with the 
intent to eliminate some of 
the inconsistencie.s by tin- 
court in the exclusion of 
evidence from criminal 
'rials. 

"It is my belief." V’an df 
Kamp .said, “that the Ex¬ 
clusionary Rule. Es it has 
been interpreted by our Cali¬ 
fornia S'lprem" Court, ha.s 
become much more restric¬ 
tive wit’ll rcspecl to law en¬ 
forcement than in the fed¬ 
eral court system and often 
fails to achieve the desired 
result - the deterrence of 
unreason.able police con- 
iluct.” 

He explained further, “It 
appears that because of tlic 
misplacement of the Exclu¬ 
sionary Rule’s purpose in 
California, truthful, proba¬ 
tive and reliable evidence is 
excluded. Sometimes unques- 
tionablv gidlty persons gn 
free; some never g .a t 
charged. Sometimes exclu- 
.sion results in a reduction 
of charges. The difficulty I 
have with the above results 
is that in California it oc¬ 
curs too often in cases where 
there is no benefit such as 
the deterrence of unreasoi.- 


able polici* conduct — where 
the exclusion appears to a’- 
sult merely from an overly 
rigid anil unnecessarily tech¬ 
nical application of Ihc rule” 

Van do Kamp compared a 
series of cases from the 
U.S. Supreme Court with 
others from the California 
i-ourts, pointing out that this 
.state has gone way boyonil 
the areas where evidence is 
excluded in the federal sys¬ 
tem. 

If approved by the State 
I.egislaturc. the constitu¬ 
tional amendment would be 
placed .on Ihe ballot in an 
election wliere the people of 
the state can decide whether 
to adopt it. 

He said t’lis has damaged 
the reputation of the court 
system in this state “Indeed, 
the public blames the counts 
for releasing triminals on 
technicalities.

No exotic facial masques, 
nn special massage or clean¬ 
sing techniques and not 
amount of heavy moisturi¬ 
zers will rejuvenate the com¬ 
plexion, according to the 
California Dietetic Associa¬ 
tion (CDA). 

"While external elements, 
sun in particular, can be 
detrimental to skin, a youth¬ 
ful, glowing complexion de¬ 
pends almost totally on in¬ 
ternal influences — the foods 
we eat and our own body 
chemistry," says Mary O. 
Pitt, R.D., and president cf 
CDA. 

Skin, as all the body’s or¬ 
gans, receives all necessary 
oxygen and nutrients 
through the bloodstream, the 
article points out, the presi¬ 
dent reports. 

“However, that doesn’t 
mean that taking extra vita¬ 
mins will keep skin youth¬ 
ful, unblemished and wrin¬ 
kle - free,’’ Pitt says. “For 
most normal people, a varied 
diet based on selections from 


the four food groups — milk, 
meat, vegetables and fruits, 
breads and cereals — com¬ 
bined with appropriate rest 
and exercise, are all that’s 
required for a healthy body. 
Including skin. 

“And unless a person Is 
grossly deficient in a par¬ 
ticular vitamin — which Is 
rare In the United States — 
no amount of supplementa¬ 
tion will do the complexion 
or general health any good 
and, in fact, can be harm¬ 
ful," she adds. 

With the exception of vita¬ 
min A acid cream, which has 
been therapeutically useful 
In the treatment of some 
types of acne, topical appli¬ 
cations of vitamin-enriched 
creams also have not proven 
of value to the complexion, 
according to the article. In 
fact, some preparations, 
such as vitamin E oil, are 
not only unnecessary, but 
may cause allergic skin re¬ 
actions In susceptible Indivi¬ 
duals.

That is congestion. 

And for years doctors and 
scientists have been arguing 
the effectiveness of vitamin 
C in battling tlie common 
cold.

- It speeds healing. 

But it also has risks: 

— In huge doses, it leeches 
calcium and other needed 
minerals: 

-- It can Interact with pres¬ 
cription drugs; 

— It can produce false re¬ 
sults in blood tests and mis¬ 
lead doctors: 

—^The body becomes ac¬ 
customed to a certain dosage. 
If you stop taking vitamin 
C, taper off gradually. 

According to Dr. Anderson, 
the ordinary person should 
take somewhere betw e e n 
100 and 150 mg. of vitamin 
C daily when well and as 
niuch as 500 mg. or more
